CROELTY 70 ANIMALS. 
a ee 
‘Before the following lines appear in print, 


| the inaugural mecting of the Hongkong So- 


ciety for the Prevention of-Cruelty'to Animals 
will have beer held this afternoon. Thanks 
to Mr. E. A. Hewett's initiation that gentle- 
man has succeeded in arousing sufficient 
interest in the Colony, so that the formation 
of the Society will be to-day wn fait accompli. 
the importance of these societies should be 
more fully: understood by the people. The 
aim has been and’ is: to inculcate the: prin- 
ciple of kindness to man and beast; for in 


| this the Society will be offering the most 


permanent relief to the suffering. It’ was 
observed by Mr. N. P, Cole, in his presiden 
tial address to the members at the thirty- 
fourth meeting of a. similar society in San 
Francisco, that, in carrying on the work to 
complete success we ‘must rely. largely on 
‘humane education, ‘The people, and espe- 
cially the members of the Society, must be 
instructed as.to the relation they sustain to 
the race of animals that God has created for 
the use and the convenience of mankind, 
atid also the relation they’ stistain to the 
oppressed and degraded children who must 
be raised to a better life or become a tax to 
the county.or a curse to the community. 
Therefore,-a responsibility rests on all good 
people to speak for and defend the helpless. 


| It is one of the auspicious signs of the times 


that. a new interest ‘has awakened in the 
rights and comforts of the dumb animals. 
The people ing many ways are receiving a 
higher education, and humanity is taking a 
wider range. - In this beneficent task all 
-ought to-take part, doing what every ‘one 
ean for the benefit, of what some one has 
called “our poor rélations.” From the re- 
port just quoted we learji that until thirty- 
seven years ago the animal creation in the 


| United States of America had no recognized 


defenders, Until that year there were no 
Jaws for the prevention of cruelty to animals 
worthy the name, “The assertion that such 
laws were necessary was reccived, ‘as it had’ 
previously been. in England and France, 
with outburst of derision, ‘and now in this. 
new century what an immense change has 
there been. effécted’ in. this réspect, “Hu. 
mane laws have been enacted which are 
doubtless oftén tvaded, .but which, when 
enforced, ‘are sufficient to prevent any and 
every form “of wanton cruelty.,, So soon 
as our own Society begin to “exercise its 
functions, it may be taken for granted that 
efforts will be made to secure legislative 
co-operation from-the-Government, without, 
which the work of the Socicty should be 
considerably hampered. In any enactment 
that might be passed by the local Legislature 
it is to be hoped that some such provisions 


| as are confained in the excellent law enacted 


by the California, ‘Senate in 1874, and 
amended as recently as rgo1, will be em- 
bodied. We especially commend to’ the 
notice ofthe Comthittee of the Society that 
willbe for mally established this afternoon the 
“following sections of the Act for the more 
Effectial Prevention of Cruelty to Animals :— 


’ Section 6,—Any person who overdrives, over. 
loads, drives when overloaded, * overworks, 
tortures, torments, deprives of necessary 
sustenance, drink or: shelter, cruelly beats, 
Mutilates, or cruelly kills any animal, or 
causes or procures animal to be so overdriven, 
overloaded, overworked, ‘tortured, ¢ ented, 
deprived of necessary : sustenance, wikink or.

work I.ussia shall dispatch troops to help them.

“Left to himself the native cuts the plant 
at any Hene.of maturity, When he is, hard 
pressed: for -a-dotlar-or two, he strips. a-few. 
petioles, leaving them for days: exposed to rain 
and atmosphere to soften and render easier the 
drawing of the fibre in which putrefaction has 
commenced. The result'is prejudicial to the’ 
dealer and the plantation owner, because the 
fibre discolours” (and weakens.—F.M.J.S.). 
“Then he _ Passes the bast under a soothed 
knife, which is easy to work” (and spoils the 
fibre more.—F.MJ.S.), and goes down to the 
village with his bundle of discoloured, coarse 
fibre with a -cettain amount of dried sap on it 
to’ increase the weight. He chooses night 
time for the delivery ; firstly; because the 
acopiador (buyer, compradore) may be deceived 
in the colour, upon which depends the selection 
of quality; and, secondly, in order’ that the 
fibre, absorbing the dew,. may be heavier. 
‘These are the tritks of trade well known to (he 
native.” 

The writer may complete Mr. Foreman’s 
experiences with the remarb, that the dear 
innocent creature, asa cule, ‘eels much loo 
tired to do the rough work of stripping the 
stem and puts most of that business off om 
benevolent mother Nature... He simply cuts 
the leaves off and suspends the stem from a 
low jungle tice unt 1 it has got sufficiently rot- 
tea, to make the stripping a child’s play. 

No wonder, therefore, that the native, who in 
a week's work can carn £2 without over- 
straifing himself, remains a hopeless pauper, 
Also it seems pretty reatonable, that the 
quality of the fibre is decreasing at ‘the same 
rate as the self-esteem of the Filipino i increases. 
As an American citizen he is, of course, a 
different:man from the, former Spanish subject 
(2nd class) and he feels considerably more. as 
a gentleman far exalted above all humble toil, 

He is even benevolent enough to prevent 
the Chinaman from overstraining with hard 
work and helps short-sighted people to keep the 
Chinese coolie out of the Philipines in order to 
‘work” the islands, for the doles far niente 
of the “children of the soil.” ‘The world at 
latge and ‘especially the shipping benefits by 
this ideal state of thing through paying an 
exorbitant price for & product, which ina far 


‘better’ quality at @ great profit'can easily be 


produced at half the price.it how commands in 
the market. Sailors and ships! officers, whose 
limbs are badly damaged by the breaking of 
Rawsers in making fast the  ship—nowadays 
a familiar occurrence—have a special reason 


‘for gratitude to the lanquid Filipino’ and his 


paternal Government, 

The writer therefore insists especially on his 
previous, ‘statement, that fibre produced ina 
regular plantation will be infinitely superior to 
the product’ of. tke rational Inbour or the 
national indolence of the Filipinos, Plantations 
worked after the methods of the Ceylon and the 
Assam. tea’ planter, Java coffee, Sumatra and 
Borneo tobacco plantationsare impossible inthe 
Phitippines and hundreds of square miles of the 
former plantations belonging to erstwhile rich 
owners are laying waste, The intelligent native 
has raised his standard of ‘life and pretensions 
at the ratio of the’ old Spanish peso-to the 
American gold dollar. »He used to sleep and 
loaf half his life in old times and ke ‘scarcely 
ever awakes to any kind of work now. Even 
the tremendous profit of hemp growing is dis- 
appearing before such a complete Utopian life. 

Formerly, the owner gave his working men 
the value of half the hemp extracted as n price 
forthe work of extraction, Now ‘even that 
enormous remuneration is insufficient to per- 
suade a man‘to do a good day's work, when he 

can getan Eagle dollar for sca cely any to]. 

The planting of abact requires very little 
labour. It is more a, mater of time and 
patience than of intelligence and heavy exe 
penses, All’ there is to be done is: , Clear. 
ing and burning jungle, planting the young 
shoots, which in old plantations issue in enor- 
mous numbers and, during about one and ahalf. 
years, keep the plantation moderately clean.
